The neceffirty Henceir comes that the Heathen Sages, or wiſe men of the firſt 
and uſc of Re- World, formded, with their Laws, their feafts; with their Labowrs, 
creation, their O/ympicks ; with their Warfare, their Truwmphs : nay,ac this 
day we ſee the ſevereſt Pedancs.will give their Scholars their Play 
day;1nd the moſt coverous Maſters will bind their Hirelipgs but ro 
certain hours ; every toyl exaQing ( as ont of duty ) ſome time for 
recreation : neither was there any Sro:ch found ſo cruel, either to 
himſelf or nature, bur ar ſome time or other be would unbend 
his mind, and give it liberty to ſtray into ſome more pleaſant 
walks, than the miry wayes of his own wilful feſcfutions. AvT1 
have obſerved in the courſe of many men of exceeding ſtrict lives, 
co whom, albeir ſeverity of profeſſion, infirmiry of body, and age, 
or ſuch like, have taken away all aQual recreation, yer have 
thejr minds begot unto themſelves ſome habirs or cuſtomes of de- 
lighr,which have in as large mexſuregiven them contentment,whe- 
ther they were his own, or borrowed, as if they had been the ſole 

ARors of the ſame. | 

But why wade I thus far in this untroubled Rtream > Ler it 
ſuffice then thac as Recreation is moſt neceſſary, ſo to none it is 
more due than to the Hasbandman, and herein you may not ex- 
peR, that I will go about toeleR and preſcribe what recreation 
be ſhall uſe, binding all men to one pleaſure ; God forbid : my 


put- 
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purpoſe is merely concrary ; for I know in mens recreations, that 
nature cakech co her ſelf an eſpecial prerogative, and what to 
one is moſt pleaſanc, co another is moſt offenfive ; ſome ſeeking 
to ſatisfie che mind, ſome the body, and ſome both, in a joync 
motion, 
I will therefore, as far as my skill and knowledge will extend, 
figure forch to the life every ſeveral recreation, leaving no 
limb or member imperfe&, and then leave unto the caoice of 
the Hnusbandman, thar which ſhall beft agree with his ſpiric : 
not doubcing bur as they are in chemſelves lawful and modeſt, 
ſo he will uſe them according to the worthineſs of his own, 
and their vertues. Now foraſmuch as theſe ſports are many, The praiſe of 
and divers, I chink ir not amiſs co begin, and give that recrea- Hunting, 
cion precedency of place, which in mine opinion ( how ever it 
may be eſteemed parcial ) doth many dzgreet go before, and 
precede all other, as being moſt royal for the ftatelineſs thereof, 
moſt artificial for che wiſdome and cunning thereof, and moſt 
manly and Warlike for the uſe and. indurance thereof, And 
this 1 hold to be the Huneing of wild beaſts in general : of which, 
as Chaſes are many, ſoI will ſpeak of them particularly in 
their proper places.

and boyl it in a Gallon of running Water, till a Poctle be full con- 
ſumed , - che rain ir through a coorſe Cloath, and pur-to ir. rwo 
Ounces of ſtrong .Staveſ-acre beaten ro Powder, and being warm, 
barhe your Hound therewith, and ic will defttoy them. , _ 
If: your Hound be:troubled wich Worms, /which; is very gene- 
rab-2 'them-, - eſpecially the-yourg Hounds ; then you

Aving thus paſſed over the ele&ion of Hounds, compoſition 

of Kennels, Dieting, and Curing of all ſorts of Diſeaſes; 

I hold ic meeteſt now co follow with ſome ſhore Precepts the 
breeding of Hounds , becauſe ir is exceeding hard, for any Man 
co have a Kennel of Hounds from Gifr or Purchaſe withour 
much I:mperfeAtion : for though one Friend give you a good 
Hound, another ſells you a good Hound, yet how their goodnefles 
will agree when they run rogerher, is very diſpucable : Anderuly, 
unleſs your Hounds have one Speed, one tuneableneſs of Voice, 
and one manner of Hunting, your Paſtime will be much diſor- 
derly ; which, chere is no way to get ſo eafily and truly, as by 
the breeding of your Hounds ; for one and the ſame Birth, pro- 
ducerh one and the ſame Qualities : Therefore having a Hound, 
and a Bratch of that fize, veice, ſpeed, ſent, proportion, and ge- 
neral goodneſs which agreech beft with your own nature and 
condition , you ſhall pur them rogerher to ingender and breed, 
either in Jaxwary, February, or March, according as they ſhall 
grow proud , - for thoſe are the three moſt principal Moneths in 
che Year, for Hounds, Bitches or Bratches ro be Limed in : nor 
but char. they may conceive and brivg forth as good Whelps

Cour- 
fing with Grey-hounds \ - which is a very noble and worthy Pa- 
ime z he ſhall in it obſerve rheſe four chings, the Breed of Grey- 
hounds, their Shape," their Dier, and the Lays belonging to the 
ſame. | | 
- Touching the Breed- of Grey-hounds , you are principally

ried,

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riſhed, as char ir be a champain plain, and without coverr, where 
a hare may Rand forth, and indurea courſe. of two miles, or 
more, as it ſhall happen (for che courſing of -a Hare is thar which 
I purpoſe molt ro encreat of ) becauſe in a cloſe country full of co- 
verts, Where a hare cannot run about a quarter of a mile, or leſs, 
borh the plexſure of the recreacion is taken away , and the Greys 
bound by an inſufficient exerciſe is made unapt, and unfic for chat 
for which ſhe was created. 

Now of champain countries, they are of three kinds, as the 
low vales, as are the vales of Belvorre , the vale of white-Horſe , 
the vale of Exſhaw , and ſuch like ; the high downs and Heaths , 
as about Ras CIR Lincoln, and many ſuch like places ; 
and che middle between both, as rhe Country of Northawp- 
ton and Leiceſter, and other like chem : - All which are very ex- 
cellent places for che breeding and training up of the beſt Grey- 
hounds z yer of the three, your vallies or middle ſoiles , which

advantage of an ordinary dog: but if the good dog meer with the 
00d Birch , there is then no compariſon but the dog will be the 
Maſter,in as much as he exceederh her both in lengeh and ftrength, 
the ewo main helps in courfing ; for her nimbleneſs is then no help : 
Sith-a good dog in the turn, will loſe as little ground, as any Birch 
whatſoever, | 

Yer thus much I would perſwade all Gentlemen of the Leaſh, 
to be very carefull in their breeding , cobreed upon the beft 
Birches they can provide; for it is found in experience,that the beſt 
dog upon an indifferent bitch , will nor ger ſo good a. Whelp, 
as an indifferent dog upon the beſt Birch : And amongſt theſe 
obſeryations in breeding Grey-hounds , -you ſhall obſerve to have 
. your dogs and birches of equall and indifferent ages, as about 
three or: four years old at rhe moſt; bur in caſe of need , your 
birch will endure a great deal longer thin your dog , and to breed 
_ 2 young dog , or an old biech , may bring forth an excellent

of Touching the ſhapes of Grey-hounds ( from whence you ſhall

and moft infallible : Therefore touching Grey-hounds , when 
they ar: Puppies or young whelps , thoſe which are mot raw.

and moſt, ſhapely : but ſuch as inthe firft three or four moneths
